The Coopera¬ 
tive Broadcasting Association 
hopes to be organized so that sta¬ 
tion WCFM can go on the air this 
fall. 

The regular GCS quarterly meet¬ 
ing was postponed to the June 
date so that Mr. Henderson could 
be secured as a speaker.

Medicine Delivery 
Via Bus Monday 

starting Monday morning at 9 
a. m. the co-op bus driver will ac¬ 
cept doctors’ prescriptions at 
regular stops along the line, turn 
them in to druggist Si Pearson, 
pick up the medicine and deliver 
it to the customer at the bus stop. 

On the half-hourly bus schedule 
a prescription will be filled and 
delivered at the bus stop in one 
hour’s time; on the twenty-minute 
schedule, bus manager Elwin 
Wintringham hopes to deliver the 
medicine to the customer in forty 
minutes. 

“We are going into the prescrip¬ 
tion delivei’y business to serve 
customers who may find it difficult 
to leave a patient to get to the 
center for medicine,” Mr. Wint¬ 
ringham said. “Ten cents will be 
charged for the service, and we 
hope that it will be a help to 
families when sickness strikes.” 

Mr. Pearson said that on some 
prescriptions which take more 
than fifteen minutes to fill, de¬ 
livery may have to wait for the 
next bus trip. In this case, if the 
customer writes his telephone 
number on the form, the drug 
store can inform him of the de¬ 
lay.

Bill Provides 
Control By FWA 
Of War Houses

The House Banking and Cur¬ 
rency Committee reported out a 
bill last Friday which would trans¬ 
fer the sales of permanent war 
housing projects including new 
Greenbelt from FPHA to the Fed¬ 
eral Works Administration. This 
provision was suggested at commit¬ 
tee heai’ings by Morton Bodfish of 
the U. S. Savings and Loan 
League. 

The biil would also change the 
present FPHA priority policy on 
the sales of these 160,000 units. 
Chairman Jesse Wolcott’s bill 
would grant first priority to vet¬ 
eran occupants; second, to non¬ 
occupant veterans; third, non-vet- 
eran occupants on buildings up to 
four units. 

On larger units priority will be 
given to the private corporation, 
association, or cooperative society 
which is the legal agent of vet¬ 
erans who intend to occupy the 
war housing purchased by such 
corporation, association or society. 

These groups will have from 30 
to 180 days after the date of the 
notice of the offer for sale to pur¬ 
chase these units. If they are not 
sold in that time, these projects 
will be sold for cash as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible and not later 
than December 31, 1948, to any 
purchaser. 

Effect of Bill 

Although this bill provides for 
veterans priority, this seems to be 
a token gesture on the part of 
Chairman Jesse Wolcott and the 
majority of his committee. Re¬ 
liable Washington sources report 
that in reality this biU attempts 
to kill the FPHA and get the gov¬ 
ernment out of the housing field 
as rapidly as possible. This con¬ 
tention is supported by other re¬ 
cent happening in this committee. 
The Wolcott ineffective rent con¬ 
trol bill passed by the House re¬ 
cently also repeals all government 
controls that have channelled hous¬ 
ing materials to veterans housing. 

If the Senate also passes this 
bill it wiil open the flood gates 
to commercial construction and 
leave the veteran out as far as 
housing is concerned. Another 
indication of the House commit¬ 
tee’s lack of interest in public 
housing is its refusal to hold hear¬ 
ings on the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
long range housing bill. Although 
this bill has been reported out 
favorably by the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, it will 
die as it did last year, if the House 
committee refuses to hold hear¬ 
ings. 

GCS Postpones Deadline 
For Bids On New Store 

GCS announced this week that 
the deadline date for submitting 
bids for the new super market has 
been advanced from May 23 to 
June 4 to allow contractors more 
time to prepare their bids. Con¬ 
struction is scheduled to start by 
July 1. 


Teen-Age Center 
Bars Married Folk 

Greenbelt’s married set w'ill be 
excluded from Youth Center ac¬ 
tivities, and the single boys and 
girls will have the place all to 
themselves, under new Teen-Age 
Planning Committee rules recently 
approved by the Adult Advisory 
Committee. 

Several changes in the previously 
published rules have been made 
as the actual operation of the club 
snow'ed them advisable. The lat¬ 
est rules are as follows: 

1. Show membership card > or 
pay 10c admission fee in after¬ 
noon and 25c fee at night. 

2. Each person entering must 
sign the register book, as member 
or guest. 

3. Only one guest is permitted 
per member. 

4. Both afternoons and nights 
are open to any member desiring 
to enter. 

5. The age limit for members 
and guests is 14 (or in 9th grade) 
through 25. Both members and 
guests must be single and members 
must be residents of the town. 

e. Those desiring member-ship 
can get an application blank, pay 
the regular entrance fee, and if 
accepted for membership will have 
the amount paid applied toward 
dues. 

7. The dues are $2.00 per year, 
from September to September. 
Dues may be paid in 50c install¬ 
ments in September, December, 
March, and June. 

This group has also voted to 
turn over the the Childre.n’s Hos¬ 
pital any tokens that are turned 
in to them as a result of the sug¬ 
gestion mentioned last week in 
the Cooperator. 

The Center now has 121 paid-up 
members with an average after¬ 
noon attendance of 40 to 50 and 
nightly attendance of between 75 
and 100. As all applications for 
membership are not in yet, the 
membership list is expected to be 
larger in a few weeks.

Kansas, N. C. Kill 
Anti-Co-op Bills 

Following the lead of the Mary¬ 
land legislature, the legislatures of 
Kansas and North Carolina have 
killed anti-co-op bills sponsored by 
the National Tax Equality Associa¬ 
tion, it was learned this week. 
These victories can be credited to 
co-op members in these states who 
carried on extensive campaigns to 
counteract NTEA lobbying. 

The Kansas Cooperative Council 
warns, “Notwithstanding our vic¬ 
tory, we must be on the alert. 
There is an attempt being made by 
our opponents to turn the mem¬ 
bers of the cooperatives against 
their own organization on the basis 
that the cooperatives and not the 
individual members should pay the 
income tax.” 

Numerous bills introduced in 
the Kansas Legislature to cripple 
co-ops were killed, including a 
compromise measure which was 
fairly acceptable to the coopera¬ 
tives. The only bill passed dealing 
with cooperatives was not opposed 
by the Kansas Cooperative Council. 
This bill provides for the filing of 
annual returns by the cooperatives. 
About 75 per cent of Kansas co¬ 
operatives already make such re¬ 
turns. 

On March 20 the Maryland Sen¬ 
ate voted to refer the bill to tax 
patronage returns back to the 
Finance Committee, which dis¬ 
posed of the measure for this ses-

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Fishing Is Illegal 
Till July First 

Parents whose children are 
found fishing in the Greenbelt lake 
before the seasons opens on July 1 
may be liable to fines ranging from 
$2 to $25. 

Fishing in the lake is regulated 
by a town ordinance making the 
local season conform to state regu¬ 
lations. Anglers must obtain a 
state fishing permit, which is good 
for the entire season (usually July 
1 to September 1), as well as a 
local permit for each trip to the 
lake. These permits can be pur¬ 
chased at the town office, at a 
charge of 50c each for adults and 
25c each for children. Violation of 
the town ordinances constitutes a 
misdemeanor, and upon arrest and 
conviction violators may be sub¬ 
ject to fines.
